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ACCIDENTAL DEATHS IN 
YEAR TO TOTAL 110,000 


H*tional Safety Council Esti- 


mates Rite of 10,000 


Over 1935. 


ATLANTIC CITY, N. J (.71. Ac- 


cidental death* in the 
United 
States will total about 110.000 for 
3936, the national safety council's 
statistical bureau calculated at the 
opening of the 25th national safety 
conference. This would be 10.000 
more than last year's death toll, 
and 9,000 above the previous high 
figure, reached in 1934, the bureau 
reported to the thousands of in- 
dustrial and traffic engineers, pub- 
lio official* and insurance men aa 
they began their conference, which 
will continue until Friday night. 


The calculation, based on acci- 


dent reports for the first eight 
months of 
the year, was pro- 


nounced "startling" by the safety 
advocates, in view of their pro- 
gram to reduce accidents 35 per- 
cent during the five years begin- 
ning last January 1. 


Of the expected 10,000 increase, 


the bureau estimated 6,000 could 
be attributed to excessive heat — 
sunstroke, heat collapse and blow- 
outs traceable to hot roads. The 
other 4,000, the report said, would 
be chargeable to 
increases 
in 


homo public and occupational ac- 
cident?. 
In addition to the 110,000 fatal 


accidents, the bureau predicted ap- 
proximately 9,500,000 non-fatal in- 
juries.

year were calculated at 36.300 a 
drop of 2 percent. Dr. C. H. Wat- 
son, 
medical 
director for

Amercan Telephone & Telegraph 
company and

council, said in a prepared "key- 
note address" that automobile ac- 
cidents during July and August 
really represented a drop of 11 
percent, considering the increase 
in gasoline consumption. 


"But the public is not impressed 


by rates," observed Dr. Watson.

Miniature Craft to Leave 


Omaha for Stratosphere. 
OMAHA.

Every evening 


next month, an hour before sun- 
set, a hydrogen-filled rubber bal- 
loon six feet in diameter will be 
released from the Omaha airport 
weather bureau for a flight into 
the stratosphere. 


Each baloon will lift about 12 


ounces of instruments and attach- 
ments at a rate of approximately 
650 feet a minute until a height 
of ten miles or higher is reached 
about 80 minutes later. 
It then 


is expected to burst and the instru- 
ment box drop, suspended from a 
tiny parachute. 


Robert V. Lawrence, meteorolo- 


gist in charge of the airport sta- 
tion, says the instrument boxes 
may land hundreds of miles from 
Omaha. Each will bear a card of- 
fering $3 reward for return. 


The record of air pressure, tem- 
perature and humidity at various 
heights will be scratched on the 
smoked surface of a tiny cylinder. 
These miniature instruments now 
are being calibrated at the airport 
by J. C. Ball.ird, junior meteoro- 
logist at Fargo, N. D., assigned 
here temporarily.

The Nebraska liquor commis- 


sion which has refused to give 
permission for the sale of bonded 
liquor warehouse receipts has had 
its judgment confirmed by the 
treasury department. 
The com- 
mission has received a letter from 
that department, in which the ad- 
ministration of federal liquor con- 
trol warns private citizens not to 
buy bonded whisky warehouse re- 
ceipts in the hope of making large 
profits on their investment. The 
federal 
control 
administration 
recognizes such receipts as neces- 
sary in the industry for financing, 
thru regular banking channels, of 
operations of the distiller and 
rectifiers* and wholesalers to an- 
ticipate 
their 
market 
require- 


ments, but points out that spec- 
ulation in them by private indi- 
viduals may result in loss for the 
individual cannot obtain whisky in 
bulk unless he holds a permit from 
the 
federal 
administration 
to 


distill, rectify or bottle whisky, 
and he must also pay the federal, 
state and local taxes 
on the 


whisky and in order to resell it he 
must have a federal permit, a 
state and local license which per- 
mits him to engage in that busi- 
ness. 
The warning says distillers and 


bottlers are not going to bid 
against each other for warehouse 
receipts now or in the future un- 
less there1 should be a shortage of 
matured whisky in bonded govern- 
ment warehouses, and no shortage 
is in prospect.

make the Yankees what they are. 
Hubbell, with 16 consecutive vic- 
tories, with never-failing- coolness 
and courage and steadiness, won 
the pennant for the Giants almost 
single-handed. 
By every percent of Kipling- and 


Alger and Shakespeare and Eddie 
Guest, these two strong men had 
to meet face to face, tho they came 
from the ends of the earth. 
The 


script-writer who failed to team 
them up in the punch scene of his 
drama would 
be thrown out of 


the studio on his ear. Maybe on 
both ears. 


So Lou and Carl came together, 


and tho the world series isn't over 
yet, their meeting- may well have 
been the decisive episode of the 
struggle between the Yankees and 
Giants. 
I mean their meeting in 


the third 
inning of the 
fourth 


game. 


Had Lou's Number. 


Hubbell was tho one pitcher in 


baseball 
who appeared 
to have 


Gehrig's number. He 
didn't say 


what the. number was, being an in- 
dividual 
of cosy and downright 


secretive habits, but the chances 
are that he had it stencilled under 
the peak of his cap for ready refer- 
ence. At least. Lou never bqthered 
him with the big bat that bothered 
so many other 
hurlers, right- 


handed and sou'west by sou-paw. 


Two years ago, Gehrig was one 


of the batch of fancy-priced slug- 
gers whom Hubbell struck out in 
the first and second innings of the 
all-star game. And when they met 
up again in the opening contest of 
the current world aeries, Louis was 
hard-pressed to get even what the 
boys call a loud foul off the mas- 
t«rly screwballer. 


That brings us up to date. Also,

A favorite dogma of individuals 


or groups who would »*t up ax 
censors of what physicians pre- 
scribe is that "shotgun" formula*, 
mixtures or combinations are "un- 
scientific" and hence must be re- 
jected. To discountenance the us* 
of such polyvalent remedies im- 
plies that no illness or health im- 
pairment can be due to more than 
one factor. Such a theory would 
greatly simplify the practice of 
medicine, if it only worked out 
satisfactorily in practice. But na- 
ture does not follow rules; she 
makes 'em. 
Recently a committee of the na- 


tional 
medical association 
pro- 


claimed that there is no adequate 
ground for the use of mixtures or 
combinations of several vitamins. 
This on the right hand, while on 
the left -a current issue of the of- 
fficial organ of the national medi- 
cal association devotes a page (for 
a price) to commendation of a 
medicinal food which purports to 
provide not only several vitamins 
but 
also calories, carbohydrate, 


fat 
protein, phosphorus, calcium, 


iron, copper, and to be good for— 
well, for children! 
As a matter of common sense It 


would appear that while vitamin 
deficiencies 
are 
quite 
common, 


whether recognized or not, the 
physical or functional impairments 
due to vitamin deficiencies are sel- 
dom or never attributable to lack 
of a single vitamin but practically 
always indicate shortages of two 
or more vitamins. And this is na- 
tural enough, for it is rare to find 
single vitamins occur in combina- 
tion of two or more. For examples: 
bananas contain A, B, C, and G; 
egrg- yolk contains, A, B, G, and D; 
wheat contains B, G and E tomato 
or tomato juice, raw or factory 
canned, contains A, B, C and G. 
In fact 
the 
specious 
objection 
against "shotgun" 
vitamin com- 


binations is itself unscientific—the 
self-constituted 
authorities 
who 
raise this objection 
know little 


about vitamins. 
One of the characteristic signs 


of rickets (which is due to lack of 
vitamin D) is pot-belly, costive- 
ness, tympanites 
(distension by 


gas) and flabby muscle tone in the 
intestine. In my opinion a moder- 
ate shortage of vitamin D in adults 
is a, common factor of these or 
similar symptoms, altho we know 
vitamin B and vitamin 
G 
defi- 


ciencies are important factors of 
impaired digestion. From purely 
clinical observations and the spon- 
taneous reports of many human 
guinea pigs, it seems well estab- 
lished that an adequately increased 
intake of B, G and D daily may be 
what moat victims of these symp- 
toms need to correct their trouble. 
At Any rate I am satisfied an in- 
creased intake of B, G and D, as 
in iradiated yeast—not the kind of 
yeast used for baking, but dried 
brewer's yeast which has been sub- 
jected to "ultra-violet rays of a cer- 
tain limited wave length to impart 
vitamin 
D — restores intestinal 


vig-or in these cases, and I use the 
term physiologically, not as minced 
slang.

should be better known: Yeast that 
is suitable for use in baking la 
comparatively 
poor in vitamins 


and causes considerable fermenta- 
tion in stomach.

ried about a silt plus again. A sur- 
plus: is simply a. .stock of goods on 
hand. Kvery merchant has a sur- 


plus. The farmer should never sell 
his crop until assured of another. 
The government should seal the 
surplus on the farm and carry it 
from one year to another. 
It is 


for the benefit of all that we have 
plenty to eat at reasonable prices. 
The government should protect the 
consuming public in this manner. 


The surplus hurts the farmer be- 
cause of our method of pricing and 
selling grain. Grain is sold at auc- 
tion, and we allow those to sell 
who have no grain. Whenever the 
government passes a law that to 
sell on the board, one must have 
the grain or a contract for it from 
one who has, the farmer can fight 
his own battles, if given a tariff 
wall. The reason the surplus hurts 
the farmer's price is this specula- 
tive feature of the Chicago Board 
of Trade. Make it a board of trade 
instead of a device which permits 
of immense speculation and gam- 
bling, then the surplus will not 
hurt the farmer, for only the grain 
that goes to market will affect the 
price. The way it is now, you can 
hold your grain till you are blue 
in the face, they will sell It for 
you everyday in Chicago. No busi- 
ness could succeed that auctioned 
off its goods everyday. 
No other 
business stands for such a proceed- 
ing.Neither of the old parties know 
anything about Laws of Political 
Economy.

pudiated communist support, which 
is negligible, but there is 
some- 


thing far worse than communism 
in Tennessee. It is brazen corrup- 
tion at the polls and, unless all 
nigns fail. Mr. Roosevelt will be 
handed 11 electoral votes this aut- 
umn as a consequence of a situa- 
tion in Shelby county which 
he 


ought publicly to 
repudiate 
and 


f,end special officers from the de- 
partment of justice to prosecute at 
once. 


The story of Shelby county is 


well known over the state. It has 
been investigated before by a com- 
mittee of the United States sen- 
ate, but this year all records for 
daring 
in 
election 
fixing 
were 


broken in the democratic primary 
just a few weeks ago. 


Consider these facts: 
1. Burgln Dossett was running 


for the nomination for governor 
and had the endorsement of the 
two democratic United States sen- 
ators and the governor of Tennes- 
see. He received thruout the state, 
with 
the 
exception 
of 
Shelby 


county, about 37 percent 
of 
the 


vote. His opponent, the successful 
contestant, beat him in the ratio of 
about 2 to 1. 


Beaten 60 to 1. 


2. In Shelby county, which in- 


cli'des the city of Memphis, Mr. 
Bossett was beaten by a ratio of 
about 60 to 1. In the entire county 
he received only 861 votes while 
his opponent received 60.218. 
It 


must be borne in mind that Sena- 
tor McKellar, who endorsed Mr. 
Doscett and lives in Memphis, 
must have had more strength than 
the three votes in his own precinct 
which were cast 
for 
his 
man 


against 200 for the opposing can- 
didate. 


3. Next there Is the case of Har- 


vey Hannah, running on the same 
day, A'ig. 6. in the democratic pri- 
mary for member of the state util- 
ities commission. For 25 years hf 
has been in public service and is 
well known. 
He 
actually had a 


majority of 51,000 over his op- 
ponent, Leon Jourolman, in the en- 
tire state with the exception of 
Shelby county. 


4. When the Shelby county votes 


were sent in. it was found that 
Mr. Jourolman had 59,434 and Mr. 
Hannah only 1,008, as a result of 
which Mr. Hannah lost the nom- 
ination by 7,000 votes. 


Nowhere in the United States 


where election fixing goes on has 
any political boss dared to put out 
results that present 
such absurd 
ratios. 
Mr. Roosevelt 
might, of 


course, win this vear in Tennessee 
without aid of Shelby county, but 
with most observers predicting that 
the Roosevelt majority will be cut 


Is 


down from 133.000 to a^out 75.000, 
it is easy to see what a GO,(XX) ma- 
jority in Shelby county will mean 
to Mr. Roosevelt's fortunes. 


Whether the political organiza- 


tions

the election machinery there, will 
dare to do in a presidential elec-

Eleven Vote* not Important. 
If, as Chairman Farley claims, 


the election of Mr. Roosevelt is "in 
the bag," then 11 electoral votes 
more or less would not cause the 
president's defeat. Hence, an open 
repudiation of what is going on at 
Shelby county and the dispatch of 
federal officers to put in jail a few 
persons who have falsified returns 
would be welcomed by the people 
of Tennessee as an emancipation 
devoutly to be wished. 


The methods used in Memphis 


are described in official proceed- 
ings 
of 
a 
committee 
of 
the 


United States senate, which heard 
sworn testiony in October, 1930. 
Negroes are voted in large num- 
bers. 
There is very little if any 


secrecy 
in the voting, 
which ia 


often conducted on the sidewalks 
and not in booths. Voting- is per- 
mitted without checking up to see 
if the votei is on the registration 
list. Dean John Randolph Meal of 
a law school in Knoxville, testified 
that he saw Negroes march from 
one precinct to another and vote 
over and over again.

tered voters, but, when the returns 
were announced, the largest demo- 
cratic vote ever cast in Memphis 
was reported.

a long time, 
the city of 


Memphis has been dominated by a 
political boss.

He controls the election machinery 
and local officials

1. Estimate the number of stop 


per* your opponents probably hole 
in that suit. These are the tricki 
which you will have to lose to them 
before the suit can be established 
L'usually, if their no trump bid 1* 
correct, they will hold two stopper*. 


2. The number of entries you will 


require is the number of losing tricks 
in that suit, plus one. 


The opening lead may be counted

Of Feeding Infants 


Dr. Copeland Discusses Imperative Question 


of Breast-Fed and Formula-Fed Babies

DURING THE past quarter of a 


century many notable advances 
have been made both In the treat- 
ment and in the prevention of dis- 
ease. 
But few other branches of 


medicine have undergone so many 
changes aa have occurred in the 
care of infants, in "pediatrics", as 
this specialty is called. 


Many of my readers have not 


forgotten the days when the arti- 
ficial feeding of a ne\v-born infant 
was looked upon with great anx- 
iety. 
That fear was felt is not 


strange because the death rate of 
bottle-fed babies was 
frightfully 


high. 
On the other hand, those 


littl« ones who had mother's milk 
thrived and waxed strong. 


Today the story is quite differ- 


ent. 
In many communities, espe- 


cially in large cities, the number 
of artificially-fed, formula-fed in- 
fants is greater than the breast- 
fed. 
To all appearances these in- 


fants do well, equalling the prog- 
ress of their 
conventionally-fed 


cousins. 


Mother's Milk Best 


For many reasons it is best to 


give the baby mother's milk. There 
is no perfectly satisfactory substi- 
tute for it. In spite of our knowl- 
edge of vitamins anJ the chemistry 
of foods, the equivalent of mother'3 
milk can not be artificially made. 


But when mother's milk is lack- 


Ing, 
or is found to be of inferior 


quality, artificial feeding becomes 
necessary. Perhaps the mother is 
seriously ill, or for some other rea- 
son the baby cannot be nursed. 
Nothing is left then to do except 
to resort to formula feeding. Under 
such circumstances we are indeed 
fortunate that the study of pedi- 
atrics has advanced to its present 
high standing. 


The first sign of progress was 


made by safeguarding the milk in- 
tended for in-fant feeding. Today, 
milk delivered to large sections of 
the country is practically free from 
germs. Proper refrigeration, ster- 
ilization of milk bottles and nip- 
ples, and a better understanding of 


vitamins and food 
values have 


helped safeguard the welfare of 
artificially-fed infants. 


Use Six Month* 


Every effort should be made to 


i use mother's milk for the first six 


I months at least. 
When it is de- 


cided to change, the formula is pre- 
scribed by the attending physician. 
He will instruct you in the neces- 
sary changes. 
In the beginning

To Increase Supply. 


The four wells, two at Ashland 


and two in Lincoln, are expected 
to make the water supply even 
more certain next summer altho 
there was no sign of a shortage 
the past season. There are now 
seven wells in the Ashland group, 
five 
constructed originally and 


two since added. When the origi- 
nal well pipe line was constructed 
provision was made for additional 
wells and the two now proposed 
fit into that scheme. There will be 
nine wells spaced 1,000 feet apart. 
The present wells vary from 47 
to 86 feet in depth. 


The larger pumping unit at the 


Ashland station is capable of de- 
livering 14 million gallons daily. 
It, is the purpose to develop enough 
water from that area to keep it 
operating to capacity at peak 
time. The past summer the wells 
produced a maximum of 11 1-2 
million gallons daily. 
They can 


produce moro with larger individ- 
ual pumps but this is not contem- 
plated now. The proposed layout 
will permit the resting of two 
wells during peak time. 


The two local wells perhaps will 


reach depths of from 150 to 175 
feet. Locations have not been se- 
lected tho one probably will be in 
the A street cluster near the 8-mil- 
lion gallon reservoir. But two local 
wells, in addition to Ashland, now 
pour into that basin. 
The second 


we.il perhaps will be in the Van 
Dorn x-iciriily, in nature of replace- 
ment.

Fire Companies Say Shep- 


herd Eight When Premium 


Tax Knocked Out. 


Invalidity of the law passed at 


the 1935 session of the state leg- 
islature taxing fire insurance com- 
panies 2 percent on all premiums 
collected in incorporated cities and 
towns for the benefit of firemen 
was urged upon the supreme court 
Monday in a brief filed by at- 
torneys for the Continental Insur- 
ance company. 
Judge Shepherd 


had held the law unconstitutional. 


Attorneys for the fire company 


say the title to the bill ia defec- 
tive in that it does not reveal 
that failure to pay the tax is 
penalized by cancelation of right 
to do business in the state; that 
the law is invalid because it levies 
a corporate tax: that it is an un- 
constitutional delegation of legis- 
lative power; that the tax is not 
for a public purpose but gives a 
bonus to a special class; that the 
act is retroactive and impairs the 
obligation of contracts; that it is 
an appropriation bill and did not 
originate in the house as the con- 
stitution requires; that it is dis- 
criminatory and denies equal pro- 
tection of law; that the tax is 
not levied uniformly because it ex- 
empts certain localities, and is 
not an exercise of police power in 
the interest of public safety. 


It is declared that if the law is 


sustained, the state will have em- 
barked upon a new and unprece- 
dented method of tax raising and 
tax spending, because it will then 
be possible for the legislature to 
levy a tax on one group of tax- 
payers to be paid directly into 
the hands of private individuals to 
disburse without any regulation, 
supervision or check. It is pointed 
out that there is much property 
in incorporated cities and villages 
that is not Insured at all or only 
partially covered; that many com- 
panies not licensed in the state 
do business in these communi- 
ties, and that there are 60 muni- 
cipalities that have no fire de- 
partments and 
hence 
are not 


participants in the benefits of the 
law. It is also insisted that the 
law is bad because it levies no 
tax on the man who carries his 
own risk, altho equally benefited 
by a department, that it adds to 
the 
cost 
of 
mutuals. and 
in 


the 
final 
analysis 
discriminate 


against those who carry insur- 
ance.

cles, welcoming the lira into the 
family of readjusted monies, said 
devaluation of the Italian currency 
was another step in Europe's prog- 
ress toward monetary stability and 
world trade recovery.

fused to pay a stock assesment of 
150 percent, deemed by him to b<> 
necessary to restore its solvency; 
that it was largely officered by 
men not experienced in Banking: t 
that it had not followed tho law in I 
operation: that it had refused to*, 
follow instructions as to salaries, 
and that no reorganization plan 
had been submitted. 


On the other side it was claimed 


that by approving the restrictions 
the superintendent had contracted 
away his 
discretionary powers; 


that 60 percent of the deposits had 
been paid, and that depositors and 
stockholders were 
well satisfied 


with the way things were being- 
worked out. It was stated that the 
reason the stock assessment was 
not paid was because stockholders 
•\yere in the same situation as bank 
debtors, they couldn't pay.
